A REMARKABLE BALLOON VOYAGE. 


Its C entenary 
Celebrated In France—An 
E x citing E x perience. 
[St. J a m e s ’ Gazette.] 
There is at present b eing commemorated 
at Guiñ es a remarkab le b alloon voyage of a 
century ago, when two aeronauts, Blanch­ 
ard, a Frenchman, and Dr. Jeffries, an 
American, deseendod in tho midst of tho 
neighb oring forest, after having b een b orne 
across tho Straits of Dover. Toward tho end 
of 17S4 it was tho desiro of French b alloonists 
to achieve tho first passage from England 
to France. 
Blanchard b etook himself to 
tho English coast, where his plans were 
warmly entertained. 
While there he met 
Lunardi and Dr. Jeffrios, a physician, and 
a native of Boston, United States. 
They 
proceeded to Dover, and awaited a favora­ 
b le b reeze. A start was at last effected 
from tho castle amid the firing of artillery. 
Blunchard did his utmost to getaw ay alone, 
b ut Jeffries hold firmly to tho agreement, 
which had b een signed and soaled. 
By this 
agreement Jeffries provided all the fund 
requisite for insuring the ascent contem­ 
plated, secured in consideration of these a 
seat in the car, and b ound himself, on his 
word of honor os a gentleman and an offl 
cer, to jump out of tho car the moment his 
further presence and weight should jeopar­ 
dize tho success of the expedition and im­ 
peril Blanchard’s life. 
Shortly after 1 p.m . the b alloon rose, and 
drifted seaward amid the enthusiasm of the 
inhab itants and to the dismay of Mrs. Jef 
fries and her children. 
The poor woman 
had In vain tried to retain her husb and, 
who, moreover, had b oon advised in a letter 
from the prince of Wales not to attem pt the 
crossing. 
The travelers soon found them­ 
selves drifting toward the Goodwin sands. 
They found when in mid-channel that the 
b alloon, the total weight of which, including 
the aeronauts, b allast, and accoutrements, 
had b een at the start 900 pounds, was grad 
ually settling into lower currents. 
The sand 
b ags were emptied till at last every thing 
availab le had b een cast from the car, even 
the rudder and sails. 
The advantage gained 
was a momentary one. 
Tho question what 
should b o dispensed with next must have 
caused Jeffries to shudder. 
A respite was 
granted b y tho ejection of the anchor and 
provisions; and. os a final effort, of such 
garm ents as were not ab solutely necessary. 
Tho last sacrifice caused a quick ascent, and 
b rought the b alloon to the neighb orhood of 
Guiñ es, and over the forest 
The loss of the anchor made tho men de­ 
sirous of landing without delay; so they 
managed to grupple some of the uppermost 
b ranches, and lowered themsolvos into the 
tiendo wood. 
Tho descent, not an easy one, 
took place a little over two hours after tho 
start, when Blanchard and Jeffries, once 
more on terra firma, hung on each others 
necks. 
They were convoyed to Guiñ es and 
then to Calais in great triumph. 
Every 
honor, even tho freedom of the city, was 
conferred on the Frenchman, and tho two 
travelers were theuceforward 
considered 
heroes. 
Tho king of Franco b ade tho men 
of the hour repair to his court. 
Blanchard 
was greatly admired for his feat, insomuch 
that in every gathering ho was kissed b y 
all the ladies of the company.
